All told the complement 'of olllcers

For days the 
Sit in tor lay at anchor between the New 
Orleans forts, waiting for n chance to 
run the blockade. At the edge of one 
June evening Scmuics got word from a 
scoutboat that the 
United States 


steamer rowhatan, which had been 
lying In the Southwest pass, had gone 
to Ben In chase of strange sail. Culling 
for pilots familiar with tlmt pass. 
Semmes waited nnd waited, and the 
might wore away. Next morning tin* 
rowlmtan was again at her station. 


In order to be ready j.notber time 


ficnimes sent for a pilot to come on 
board the Sumter and live until slit* 
could get to sea. None would respond, 
so he sent a peremptory note to the 
captain of the Pilots' association com- 
manding the presence on his ship of 
three or four of the most experienced 
pilots of the bar. The result of SemnieB' 
nerve was that pilots took tunis'nbout 
ou board the cruiser, and one Sunday 
morning, after numerous false alarms, 
It was suddenly discovered that the 
blockadcr Brooklyn hud gone to sea In 
chase. The Brooklyn's trial speed wax 
fourteen knots, and the Sumtcr was 
good for nine or ten. At the last mo- 
ment the pilot then on board declared 
that he did not know the pass where 
the Hrooklyn had abandoned guard, 
and Semmes had to wait till he could 
Ret n new man. Semmes had resolved 
to try It alone If the pilots failed him. 
"As soon as the Slimier cleared the bar 
the Brooklyn was sighted only three 
or four mllps distant. Semmes' lieu- 
tenant Insisted that the Sumter had no 
chance In a race, with the Brooklyn. 
nnd the first hour off the bar nccmcd 
to Justify Ids doubts. The best the 
£umtcr could do was nine and n half 
l.'nots. Volumes of smoke came from 
:the Brooklyn's ctacks, and she crowd- 
•cd on all sail. Semines' ship had the 
advantage In sails, nnd he hoped to 
make the wind hU best ally. At the 
end of half an hour n squall enveloped 
both ships, but when It cleared the 
Brooklyn wns nearer the Sumter, al- 
most within gunshot. Semmes ordered 
the paymaster to have bis treasure and 
papers ready to throw overboard, but 
the engineer reported that the boilers 
.trcre working better and better every 
moment. At tile same time the breeze 
favored the cruiser, and little by little 
she gained on her pursuer till at ahuut 
half past .'! in tiie afternoon of June ISO 
the Brooklyn abandoned the chase and 
the Sumtcr was off the Caribbean sea. 
The first thing after getting out of the 
danger trap was to lighten ship by 
throwing overboard a howitzer, which 
Was of no further use now the blockade 
bad been run and wns very much In the* 
Vrny. 


Semmes' ofllclal orders were to "do 


the greatest possible damage to the en- 
emy's commerce In the shortest time." 
lie steered for one of the chief thor- 
oughfares of trade and aimed for the 
coast of Bra/11. The Ilrst alarming 
"Sail ho!" brought to view a Spaniard, 
but the next, after a gun from the 
cruiser, hoisted the stars and stripes 
to her peak. This was the Ilrst war 
prize, Ilrst of the redoubtable Semmes. 
flrst of the first Confederate cruiser. 
> 


She was not much In the way of value, 
but Semmes recorded In his logbook 
that she war, from the "black Republic- 
an state of Maine." The colloquy be- 
tween cruiser captain and Yankee 
aklpper was typical, and Semmes wrote 
it down. Said the Yankee. "A clap of 
thunder In a cloudless sky could not 
have surprised me more than the ap- 
pearance of the Confederate Hag In 
these* seas." 


Se'mnies' soul swelled with pride, and 


he said tii the captain of the pitiful 
Yankee bark: "My duty Is a painful 
one, to destroy so noble a ship as the 
Golden IJoekel. but I must discharge It 
without vain regrets, and, as for your- 
self, you will only have to do, as many 
thousands have, done before you, unb- 
uilt ID the fortunes of war. Yourself 
nnd your crew will be well treated on 
board my ship." This salil and the 
valuables and coveted ships' stores 
transferred to the Sumter, the rioldcn 
lloeket WHS llred. to go up In smoke.

Semmes put prize ITCM-H on board and 
Rtartcd for Cleiifuegng. 
The sailors 


of one prize overpowered the guard 
and got away, the other followed to 
Cuban ports. 
Oil the 6th two more 


Yankee ships with neiitrnl cargoes 
were served like the llwt. and Semmes 
steered for port, thinking he had done 
wonders In making live prb.es In less 
than twenty-four hours. 
But while 


within Cuban waters he met two barks 
and a brig coming out under tow. 
Hoisting the .Spanish colors, ho let 
them pass beyond the limits, then turn- 
ed and took them In, making seven cap- 
tures assured In two days. 


The arrival of the Sumter and her 


llotllla of prizes at Clenfucgos wan 
telegraphed to Havana, and Semmes 
got out of tlie harbor Just ahead of 
United States warships sent to over- 
haul the cruiser. Kslng Kail when the 
wind was favorable In order to hus- 
band the coal on board, Semmes mad.-* 
the port of Curacao without taking a 
ship.

Indeed when the poem wus written In 
IStt Imagination could linrdl.v have 
pictured n region more Inaccessible and 
farther remote from civilized hnhltn- 
tlon tlian the unmapped northwestern 
territory between the headwaters of 
the Missouri river nnd the I'nclUc 
ocean. 


It was only n few yenrs hcforc—six 


years, to be precise—that the Intrepid 
explorers Captain Merlwcthcr Lewis 
and Captain William ClurU and their 
heroic little band of followers nmdc 
the first Incursion Into the boundless

The United States Interpreted Cap- 


tnln Cray's exploration of the river as 
giving under the law of nations gov 
ernlng the rights of discovery n claim 
to tho whole valley of the river, but for 
so vast a region there was needed the 
claim of further exploration nnd occu- 
pation, which came In good time.
